Parliament againſt Papiſts Reſozting to the Cities of London and Weſt - 


__minſter,'and Places thereunto Adiatent, Tue are Pufo2med that divers Popilſh Recuſants intending foDi- <4 
ſturb the Peace and Safety of this Pur Kingdom, have lately Reſozted to the ſaid Cities and Places in 


great Numbers, and thereby having the Oppoztunity to Pet, have taken great Boldnels fo Con⸗ 
ſuit and pꝛolecute divers Miſchievous and Treaſonable Deſigns and Pzatctices againſt Us and Our 
Government: We have therefoze thought fit (by the Advice of Our Pꝛivy Council) to Þfiue ths Our 
Royal Pzoclamation ; And We do hereby ſtrictly Charge and Command all Papiſts and Reputed Pa⸗ 
pits (Except Merchant-Strangers, and ſuch other Perſons as in the ſaid Act are Ercepted) on, oz befoze 
the Ninth Day of this inſtant May, to Depart out of the ſaid Cities, and from all Places within the Wi⸗ 
ſtance of Ten Miles of the ſame. 3 
And ae do hereby ſtraightly Charge and Command the Lozd Mayoz of London, and all Juices of the 
Peate of the Cities ok London and Weltmioſter, and Bozough of Southwark, and all Conſtabies, and 
other Dur Officers, and Miniſters of Juſtice within the ſaid Cities and Places, that they do inake ftrice 
Search and Enquiry fo, and with ali Uigour Pzoceed againſt all and every Perſotio2 Perſons who shall 
be found within the ſaid Cities of London and Weſtminſter, and within Ten Miles of the ſame, contrary 
to the Effect of the abovementioned Acts, and the Purpoꝛt of this Our Pzoclamation. - And Me do fux- 
ther ſtrictly Charge and Command, That immediately after the ſaid Ninth Day of May, the Conſtables, 
Churchwardens, and other Officers within the ſaid Cities and Places, do go from Houſe to Houſe in their 
ſcveral Pariſhes, Hamlets, Conſtableries and Diviſions reſpectively, and there take an Account of the 
Names and Sirnames of all ſuch Perſons as are Popiſh Recuſants, 02 Beputced fo to be, as well 
Houſholders as Lodgers oz Servants, and to carry a Liltof their Names to the two next Juſtices of 
the Peace, who are hereby required to Send foz, and Pzoceed againſt them (Excepting always Merchant⸗ 
Foreigners, Settled Houſekeepers, and other Perſons in the laid Acts Excepted) as afozeſaid. And they 

the ſaid Juſtices are likewiſe Required, when they ſhall have received ſuch Liſt oꝛ Lifts, to Certiſie che 
ſame, together with their Pꝛocckdings thereupon, to Dur Privy Council.
